Retired Dentist REBUILDS Old Farm 


SOIL BUILDING PROGRAM ~ 


OF DR, GOLSON PAYS 
BIG DIVIDENDS 


To a person who has a natural, 
inborn love for the soil, it’s great 
take 


fun to an old dilapidated 


plantation and attempt to rebuild 
it, Such a person, Dr, H. W. Gol- 
son, retired dentist of Ft. Deposit, 
in Lowndes County, is having the 
time of his life doing just that, 

A test demonstration farmer, Dr, 
Golson several years ago took over 
the job of trying to rehabilitate a 
badly eroded farm in Butler Goun- 
ty. So poor was the soil that 800 
aeres planted annually to cotton ' 
yielded on an average of only 150 
pounds per aere, 

With intelligence and foresight 
he set about to rebuild the land, 
A year ago results of his efforts 
One hundred 
and thirty-five acres produced 115 
bales of Corn yield in- 
creased from 10 bushels per acre 
to 80 bushels, 

Dr. Golson, always a firm be- 
liever in soil building programs, 
plan in operation that is 
paying big dividends.

wield is prayer. God give us grace 
to use it in our daily walk and life 
and for His glory! 

I. Prayer for a Prisoner (v. 5). 

The members of the early Church 
knew what to do with their prob- 
lems and troubles. They prayed. 
The same solution is available to- 
day. Whatever else we may do by 
way of planning and working, it 
must follow prayer if we are to suc- 
ceed, We really cannot do anything 
else until we have prayed, 

Troubles may be a blessing if 
they drive us to our knees. Peter 
was in jail for the gospel’s sake. 
Prayer had been made for his de- 
liverance, and yet the last night 
had come and he was still not free. 
However, his friends prayed on. God 
had given them faith to believe and 
the conyiction that they should con- 
tinue in’ prayer for him. Under such 
circumstances we must never cease 
to pray, even though the very “zero 
hour’ has come. ‘Man's extremity 
is God’s opportunity.” 

II, Deliverance by God (vv. 6-10). 

God does answer prayer. Some 
presumably brilliant folk would have 
us believe that prayer is merely a 
subjective experience, a sort of spir- 
itual exercise, which does the indi- 
vidual who prays certain good, but 
never reaches God or changes 
things. How would they explain 
what happened to Peter, and the 
hundreds of thousands of other def- 
inite prayer answers throughout the 
centuries?

Many of us refused to have it 
fround as we thought the price 
of the grinding was more than the 
added value of the hay, At that 
time you could not have your hay 
ground for less than ety per 
ton, We all thought that 25 cents 
per hundred pounds was mighty 
high, as you could buy hay for 
that price. During the last few 
years we have been able to have 
our hay ground for a less charge, 
There are men going about over 
the country with small feed mills 
on a truck and they will grind our 
hay or any other feed for about 
15 cents per hundred pounds or 
$3.00 per ton. This is a much 
more attractive price to the farm- 
er and I believe that we should 
have all our hay ground if we 
can get it done for that price. 1 
coubt that the grinder can make 
any money at the price but it is 
being done and it is a mighty good 
thing for us all. By grinding your 
hay as you use it it will not take 
very much money at any one time 
and the saving in wastage alone 
will pay for the grinding. I 
would like to know that every 
farmer in this section was having 
ull his hay ground before he feeds 
it. If you can get it done for 
15 cents per hundred you should 
do it. If it is to cost you 25 
cents it is a different story. Fine- 
ly ground hay is about the best 
feed in the world for your cows 
end hogs. Just a@ little cottonseed 
meal or corn meal makes it even 
a better feed and it should be 
added. I doubt the wisdom of

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EXTRA SESSION OF 
LEGISLATURE WILL 
BEGIN TOMORROW 


MONTGOMERY, Mar, 15.—Ad- 
journment of the regular session 
of the Legislature was delayed 
until 10:40 o'clock last night due 
to a deadlock between House and 
Senate over an $825,000 school ap- 
propriation and the date on which 
the regular session would recon- 
vene, 

Following an afternoon of twee- 
dle-dee and tweedle-dum resolution 
Swapping, the Senate had its way 
—the regular session will be re- 
fumed July 18 and the school ap- 
propriation will be made if Goy. 
Dixon finds there are sufficient 
funds, 

30V, Dixon will issue his call 
today for convention of the short 
special sessign tomorrow to pass 
on seven proposed constitutional 
amendments, It had been expect- 
ed that the special session would 
begin today, but a technicality pre- 
cludes this possibility. 

Meanwhile, five recess commit- 
tees were appointed to study bills 
that will come up when the Legis- 
lature reconvenes July 18. 

The school appropriation bill, 
sponsored by Representative Tram 
Sessions of Jefferson would give 
schools $825,000 out of the general 
fund to extend current terms. It 
passed the House, The Senate 
amended +the bill making the 
money available only after other 
appropriations had been made. 

Political observers anticipated 
epening of the special session 
would touch off fireworks wi.en 
the lawmakers begin consideration 
of constitutional amendments 
which drastically revise the state's 
basic law. 

Chief constitutional changes pro- 
posed by Gov. Dixon would reap- 
portion legislative membership and 
permit citizens to vote after pay- 
ment of two years delinquent poll 
taxes, 

Legislators from the state’s ag- 
ricultural Black Belt already have 
warned they will fight both amend- 
ments, 

Other proposals would give cir- 
cuit judges authority to act in fel- 
ony cases in event of a guilty plea, 
without grand jury indictment; 
Lermit voting machines at county 
ception; and provide a ‘modern” 
parole and pardons system. 

Before the amendments can be 
submitted to the people, they must 
1eceive approval of three-fifths of 
all legislators elected, 64 in the 
House and 21 in the Senate. 

Dixon’s legislative aides have 
put through in the regular session 
much of his “reorganization” pro- 
gram, but observers foresee a 
harder fight to marshal the nec- 
essary majority on constitutional 
&mendments, particularly on the 
more controversial proposals,

CAPTAIN ANDERSON BACK 
ON JOB AFTER ACCIDENT 

Captain Finney Anderson, vet- 
eran railroad man with the Atlan- 
tfe Coast Line, was back on his 
run on the Elba branch Monday 
after a short absence during which 
time he was suffering from pain- 
ful injuries received last Thursday 
when he was struck and knocked 
down by a freight car, 

The accident happened, so we 
have been informed, at or near 
Abbeville and Mr, Anderson might 
have suffered serious or perhaps 
fatal injury but for the fact that 
another trainman pulled him off 
the track, It is not known just 
how the accident occurred, 

Mr, Anderson has been with the 
railroad 48 years and this is the 
first accident he has ever had, 
which is a most excellent record, 
A large portion of his service has 
been put in on the Blba branch 
and for many years he resided 
in Wlba, 

It is recalled that Mr, Anderson

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AGENCIES COMBINE SPECIAL SESSION OF BAPTIST 


FOR BETTER EDUCA- 


TIONAL FACILITIES 


Something new in education has 
come out of Coffee County; that 
county in Southeast Alabama to 
which the unrefutable finger of 
statistics has pointed as filled with 
iliteracy, -eroded lands and low 
family incomes, particularly among 
its tenant farmers, 

The “home remedy” which orig- 
inated within the county's own 
borders has already infused new 
life into its educational program 
as is proven by a year's healthy 
growth, 

The plan is the coordinating of 
all agencies in the county for the 
education of the people. “The 
people” includes 8,000 boys and 
girls enrolled in the county schools 
and several additional thousands 
of adults and youths above school 
age. 

The agencies which make up 
this comprehensive teaching force 
includes the workers of the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service, Voca- 
tion agriculture and home econom- 
‘es, County Health Unit, the Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Bducation 
find associates, the County WPA 
Unit and the FSA Unit, All these, 
including 250 teachers in 48 
schools, function under the head 
of the County Superintendent of 
Education, 

Realizing that physical wellbeing 
is a requisite for mental develop- 
ment, health is taught continuous- 
lv to children, youths and adults. 
The foundation for this program 
wus laid in the Fall of 1987 when 
6 four-page questionnaire covering 
every possible phase of home con- 
citions, housing, premises, diet, 
sanitation, health and character 
babits was answered by each of 
8,000 school children. This ques- 
tionnaire was sent out by and re- 
turned to the county department 
of education. From this compiled 
information the most urgent needs 
of the people was easily discern- 
able, 

Immediately, curriculum chang- 
es were instituted. Quoting A, C. 
Dunaway, County Superintendent 
of Education, ‘The schools were 
fitted to the student instead of fit- 
ting the student to the schools.” 
From the problems brought most 
constantly to farm and home 
agents, 4-H agents and teachers of 
vocational agriculture and home 
economics, books were written in- 
cluding farm and home problems 
with which the students and their 
families had to cope. 

Health was a daily lesson. Study 
of a balanced diet soon changed 
the content of the school lunch 
basket from cold fried food to 
milk, vegetables, fruits and other 
nutritious foods. In some schools 
a hot dish was supplied to supple- 
ment the home-packed lunch. 
Change in the appearance of the 
children resulted. There was glow- 
ing health and alert minds to re- 
place pale cheeks and lethargy. 
Examination of school children by 
the County Health Department 
brought about the correction of 
raany defects and prevention of 
others. There were 2,257 school 
children inspected and 3,568 given 
complete medical examination dur- 
ing 1938. Immunization clinics 
were held throughout the county 
during the Summer months; 5,208 
typhoid immunizations were com- 
pleted; 2,256 children were given 
diphtheria immunization and 536 
specimens for hookworm were sent 
to the laboratory, 

The stress laid on sanitation in 
the schools caused children to 
plead with their parents for screen- 
ed windows, pit toilets and better 
water supplies, 

Classes of post-school youths 
and adults received similar train- 
ing from vocational agriculture 
and home economics teachers, of 
which there are fifteen in the 
county, from the men’s and wom- 
¢n’s clubs and boys’ and girls’ 4-H 
Clubs, taught by the Extension 
Service and FSA workers. These 
food preservation lessons last year 
resulted in the canning of suffi- 
cient vegetables and fruits to fill 
twelve railroad freight cars, Gar- 
dening and poultry growing taught 
in the various classes resulted in 
a better food supply. 

Coffee County’s students of all 
ages are of prime importance, but 
ber educational building program 
is unique and phenomenal. In- 
cluding the community buildings 
which house the schools in rural 
Goodman, New Hope and Zion 
Chapel communities already in 
use, and eleven other projects for 
which contracts have been let, its 
cost is $500,000.00, 

The community houses, secured 


largely through the efforts of W. 
L. McArthur, County FSA Proj- 
ect Manager, were built by the 
FSA at a cost of $200,000.00. That 
includes three buildings, an addi- 
tion to the Kinston school and five 
canning plants located adjacent to 
the schools named and at Enter- 
prise and Elba. The school build- 
ings, of red brick construction, in- 
clude class rooms, shops for voca- 
tional studies, health rooms, steam

The build- 
ings were especially designed for 
Coffee County with its needs in 
view. 

Statistics showed that hundreds 
of boys and girls left school after 
the sixth grade. These buildings 
and classes have especially provid- 
ed for them and a “back to school 
movement” has been noted. At 
Zion Chapel school there are 26 
hoys and girls in the ninth grade, 
18 of whom have not been in school 
in two years, , 

The other building projects in- 
clude a new building for Mount 
Pleasant Consolidated School, 
whose building burned last year, 
an auditorium for the Coffee 
County High School in Enterprise, 
additions to the New Brockton 
and Kinston High Schools, and 
other additions in the county which 
will cost $300,000.00. Part of the 
fund is a PWA grant and the re- 
mainder is a loan to the county 
of two-thirds of its building fund 
in advance for 20 years. In reali- 
ty, the county will be put to no 
actual expense for its buildings. 
When the work is completed there 
will be only 18 schools in the coun- 
ty, instead of the present 53. There 
will be no one-, two- and three- 
teacher schools, There are now 
34 school buses in operation, and 
additional ones will be provided 
when necessary, 

The teachers of the county are 
members of a teachers’ associa- 
tion that meets monthly for study 
ond there is a principal's associa- 
tion that meets to discuss prob- 
lems,

DOTHAN, Ala,—Around 200 
well-groomed fat baby beeves from 
six Alabama counties and from 
Georgia and Florida are expected 
lo be on display at the Tri-States 
at Stock Show and Fair here on 
March 22 and 23, Emmett L, Size- 
more, district supervisor of the 
Alabama Extension Service, says. 

Sizemore said that county and 
assistant county agents of several 
counties have informed him that 
they are getting calves ready for 
the Dothan show, Vocational 
teachers have also intimated, he 
said, that a great many FFA mem- 
bers would have animals entered 
in the contest. Among those coun- 
ties planning to send animals here 
“are Covington, Geneva, Coffee, 
Dale, Henry, and in addition there 
will be a great many calves en- 
tered from Houston County. Sur- 
rounding Florida and Georgia 
counties haye also made plans to 
have animals entered, 

Dothan Chamber of Commerce 
officials, sponsors of the show, pre- 
dict that the show this year will 
double that of last year in both 
the number and quality of ani- 
mals exhibited, A. D, Ussery, 
president, said 4-H Club and FFA 
boys are pioneering tn the produc- 
tion of beef cattle in the South- 
castern part of the State and that 
the Dothan show will serve as an 
incentive to further develop live- 
stock in this section. 

Sizemore says that 15 prizes, 
ranging from $15 to $2, will be 
given in the light steer class, 12 
in the same range for handy weight 
steers (651 to 800 pounds) and 
eight prizes in the same range for 
heavy weight steers. Silver cups 
will be awarded the grand cham- 
pion and reserve champion and six 
prizes ranging from $30 to $10 
will be awarded best county ex- 
hibits of 10 steers or more. 

In addition, each county exhibit- 
ing six or more calves qualifies for 
4 $15 cash premium, First, sec- 
ond and third place showmanship 
prizes, $5, $3 and $2, will be given 
those handling and displaying their 
animals most expertly.
